FIFTH MONTHLY 
CROP REPORT 


General rain has visited most sec- 
tions of the province during the last 
few days, A number of districts re- 
port from: half an inch to three-quar- ' 
ters of an inch. Most of the districts 
in the southern part of the province | 


| 


This rain -was too late to be of any 
great assistance to the general crops 
throughout the southern parts of the 
provinee. It will, however, very mater: 
ially assist in the filling of the oat 
and barley crops and later sown wheat. 
Practically all sections of the prov- 
ince south of Edmonton have suffered 
from a shortage of rain during the 
whole season. Notwithstanding this 
the big central portion of the prov- 
ince will reap a fair crop. The recent 
yain has-arrived in time to help not | 
only the oats and harley in the central 
area but will also materially improve 


l the wheat crop except some of the 


early sown and early maturing variet- 
ies, ' 

The whole southern and south-east- 
ern areas will have a light short crop. 


{In these districts, however, there ure 


certain sections which have been visit- 
ed by frequent local showers and as a 
result good crops will be harvested 
in those areas. This is particularly 
the case in two or three localities 
one of which is located near the 
southern boundary of the province, 

North and east of Edmonton and in 
the Grande Prairie and Peace River 
districts the reports are especially 
good. There has been plenty of rain’ 
and the season throughout has been 
particularly favorable. As far as can 
be determined at the present time the 
prospects are that the crop will be 
heavy all through the north. 

One good feature of the situation 
throughout the south is that the rye 
crop has stood the drought well. Rye 
is now being cut and will make a 
good general yield, 

Wheat and barley cutting has com- 
menced in several parts of the south- 
ern and eastern parts of the province. 
Cuatting will not be general, however 
for some little time yet though indica- 
tions are that harvesting will be ear- 
lier than usual. This will depend to 
some considerable extent on the wea- 
ther conditions during the next two 
weeks,

In an editorial commenting on the 
general situation of Canada, the New 
York Sun hag’ some complimentary 
things to say of us. The editorial 
reads: 

“Canada today is metas among the 
great nations in that she has no ser- 
ious labor troubles. and in that she 
appears to be effecting the difficult 
process of readjustment tothe after- 
the-war conditions as painlessly as 
may be. 

“The attitude of the Dominion and 
Provincial governments toward busi- 
ness has been helpful. Such success- 
ful readjustment must be due to the 
exercise of plain common sense on the 
part of both labor and capital. It fs 
not the first time that Canada has set 
an example worth studying.” 

The Sun is yight too. If one com- 
pares Canada as she stands today, 
with\older countries across the sea we 
can congratulate ourselves. True, much 
remains to be done before we com- 
pletely recover from the effects of the 
war, but our wounds are healing nice- 
ly, and with a good crop to assist us 
back to normalcy Canada can be num- 
bered among the nations particularly 
favored by providence. 

We complain of hard times; we say 
business is worse than it ever was, 
but so far as general prosperity and 
right: future are concerned would any 
of us be elsewhere.

Mr. Rupert Davies, of Renfrew, 
President of the C.N.W.A., gave an ad- 
dress of the Place and work of the 
weekly newspaper in the life of tho 
nation. He had a splendid reception 
and gave an address which brought 
forth much favorable comment. The la- 
dies were entertained by the Women's 
Press Club. . ' 

When the election of officers took 
place, a very great honor was confer- 
red upon the west, and particularly on 
Wetaskiwin, when V. C. French was 
selected as president. The first vice- 
president is A. R Brennan, of The 
Journal, Summerside, P.E.I., and the 
second vice president is J. A. Fortin, 
L'Eclaireur, Beauceville, Que. 

Vancouver made a good impression 
upon the visitors, and, judging from 
our observations of a few days, we 
wondered why so many thousands of 
settlers from the prairies go to Cali- 
fornia, and other places in the western 
States for the winter, when the beau- 
tiful city of Vancouver offers such in- 
ducements to tourists. We would 
strongly advise anyone from this dis- 
trict who contemplates wintering in 
a warmer climate, to visit Vancouver 
and see her varied attractions, 

Everywhere one went the gardens 
were full of flowers and shrubs. Like 
all western cities hedges are popular 
and the climbing’ roses, with their pro- 
fusion of bloom, added much to the 
beauty of the landscape. The houses 
as a rule are artistic and have an in- 
dividuality about. them which is 
lacking in many. cities. So far as one 
could see there were no long rows of 
houses built off.the one plan, Van- 
couver is not under one municipal gov- 
ernment, four or five councils direct- 
ing its affairs. The streets are well 
kept, and the pavements reach out in 
every direction. “The government 
builds the roads out of the urban mun- 
icipalities, as the population is scat- 
tered and not able to keep the long 
stretches between settlements in re- 
pair. A great deal of the roadway is 
paved on Vancouver Island also. Ac- 
cording to figures quoted the paving 
is laid at a very low cost. One stretch 
of road leading from New Westminster 
towards the border is said to have cost 
$110,000 for 8 miles. This road was 
dug out from a foot and a half to two 
feet deep and the bottom filled in with 
large stone, finer niaterial on top and 
a surface much resembling the bitu- 
lithic. 

On the first evening the press party 
wis driven to Jericho Beach, on the 
sea shore, where a clam bake was 
served. Music and other entertain- 
ment was provided, and an enjoyable 
time spent on the beach. Afterwards 
a drive was taken round the city. 
The marine drive which skirts the 
water for a long distance runs 
through a charming part of greater 
Vancouver. For a long way the land 
is owned by the British government, 
who are keeping it in its natural state, 
At several points along the drive guns 
wre placed to protect the harbor dur- 
ing the war, At the end of the re- 
serve mahy old country people have 
built beautiful homes on three or four 
acre lots. Magnificient gardens sur- 
round them. 

A special newspaper was issued and 
distributed among the newspaper par- 
ty at the Beach. It was a small four 
page sheet called “The Weekly Clam” 
The matter in it was largely skits on 
the gathering. 

On the second evening automobiles 
again called at the hotel and a trip 
was made through Stanley Park and 
to many other points of interest.

A visit was made to the observatory 
where anyone who wished had an op- 
portunity of looking at the moon 
through the largest telescope in Can- 
ada and the second largest in Amer- 
ica. The large lense in the instrument 
was shipped from Belgium three days 
before the war broke out. 

The famous Butchart gardens, sit- 
uated several miles from the city, 
were thrown open to the visitors. An 
immense sum has been spent in per- 
fecting the grounds. Flowers of every 
description, in’ al] their glory adorned 
the landscape. Roses predominated, 
and in the hedges and on the indivi- 
dual plants one good estimator figured 
there must have been a million blooms. | 

The trip back to Vancouver on an-| 
other of the C.P.R. 
was again all that could be wished. 
Not a bit of breeze ruffled the surface 
of the sea, but the air was clear and} 
the mountains in the distance were 
quite distinct.

Trip to Skagway 
It was a great disappointment to us 


the press party, but the C.P.R. boats 
leave for Skagway only once a week, 
and all plans had been made for the 
northern voyage. We boarded the 
Princess Royal on Saturday evening, 
and it was soon very evident that we 
were to have a most delightful out- 
ing, as the passengers were congenial 
and the officers and crew did every- 
thing in their power to mak. their 
guests comfortable and happy. The 
meals were excellent throughout and 
well served, and to those desiring it, 
afternoon tea available. Lunch 
was also served at ten p.m. 

The distance from Vanceuver to 
Skagway is about one-:thousand miles 
and we were about nine days taking 
the voyage. As we proceeded north- 
ward, the mainland of British Col- 
umbia is to the right and the island 
which takes its name from the intre- 
pid explorer—Vancouver--lies to the 
west. To realize to the full the mir- 
acle of this thousand miles of navi- 
gation, one should stand for an hour 
or so looking forward, picking out 
what seems to be the channe} the ship 
will take, and finding out how invar- 
jably one’s guess is wrong.

in all their weirdness of design, at 
close range. This is Canada’s most 
famous Indian village, and the na- 
tives live almost exclusively on the 
proceeds of the sales of totem poles, 
but as a general thing, only minia- 
tures are disposed of, the giant 
sticks, which take years to carve, 
remaining the chief attraction of the 
village's main street. Two exception- 
allly fine totem poles were recently 
acquired by the Vancouver board of 
park commissioners and will be er- 
ected at the gate of the world famous

the poles, together with the meaning 
of the carvings will be written on 
birchbark. One interesting interpre- 
tation will tell the curious that the 
Indian family which carved the pole 
is originally descended from the Ra- 
ven, whose brooding figure, with en- 
ormous beak, forms the top of the fam- 
ily tree. The relation of the bear, 
the salmon, the dog, the moose, the 
whale and the eagle, to the raven and 
to his eventual Indian descendant will 
be clearly set forth so that he who 
reads may perhaps understand why 
the red man holds his totem in such 
veneration that, until comparatively 
recent years tie only way to get a 
totem pole out of Alert Bay was by 
stealing it. This was done so often 
that ag a matter of self-protection the 
native owners finally made a business 
asset of their family trees. It paid 
them handsomely. ¢

seasons the litters have included none 
that were not of dark color. 

The foxes ure given meat once a 
day or once in two days. Gophers or 
squirrels are of course, natural food 
of foxes. They are fed when procur 
able. Horse meat is fed generally, ‘as 


it is the cheapest. Fish is slightly 
baked before being fed to the foxes. 
Horse meat is mixed with fine, clear 
lake sand. before being fed. The fox 
does not seem to object to the sand, 
nor do they object if the meat is some- 
what stale. "The principal food of the 
foxes is chopped oats made into por- 
ritige and fed ‘whth milk as it comes 
from the sepurator. The foxes like 


the porridge and thrive on it. Mr. 
Cameron believes that when they are 
kept in pens and unable to get exer- 
‘cise the vegetable diet is better for 
‘them than meat. When ‘the rabbits 
become plentiful, they wif be used as 
fox food. Like the gophers, they are 
also a mutural food of ‘foxes. The 
foxes will also eat new boilci potatoes. 

On one occasion Mr. ‘Cameron no- 
ticed ‘a ‘pair of his, foxes attempting 
to push food through a wire fence in- 
to an adjoining compartment where 
there ‘were young ones. 

Mr. Cameron is well satisfied with 
the success of his fox farming opera- 
tions so far.

HOTEL RATES IN 
UNITED STATES 
AND CANADA 


Members of the American Hotel As- 
sociation Anxious’ to Reduce Rates 
But Give Reasons Why They 
Cannot be Lowered Now 


At the annual convention of the Am- 
erican hotel association of the United 
States, held in Chicago on July 13 and 
14, 1921, the question of reduction of 
hotel prices was given careful atten- 
{tion and the committee after a thor: 
ough investigation and ascertainment 
of actual facts presents the following 
report which was unanimously adopt- 
ed: 

Hotels did not increase their rates 
for rooms and food duringthe last 
; few years In keeping with the increase 
in their operating costs, as a compar- 
ison of hotel prices with figures of 
‘the report of the United States depart- 
ment of labor will show; 

The reason they did not do so was 
because they were the recipients of 
Fan unusual and abnormal volume of 
; business, due to the war, 
| This unusual and abnormal volume 
fof business made it unnecessary that

rates be increased 
with costs, 
| This unusual and abnorniat volume 
of business has disappeared, 

The profits from the sale of wines 
and liquors are gone. 

The hotel man in 192L is paying 
‘practically as much as he paid during 
the peak prices of 1920 for such items 

has labor, china, glassware, freight, ex- 
;press and printing. 
} There has been very little increase 
bs such items, as housekeeping sup- 
plies, engineering supplies and other 
like charges. 

In addition, the hotel man in 1921 
is paying more than ever’ for taxes, 
gas, electric current, music, telephone 
service and insurance. 

These ure some of the reasons that 
prevent the lowering of rates for 
rooms to any considerable extent at 
; present. 

Comparison of present menu prices 
with those of a few months ago will 
show that hotels have reduced food 
prices in keeping with the reduced cost 
ot food materials. 

So far ag a reduction of room rates 
is concerned the hotels find themsel- 
ves in the same position us the rail- 
roads, with which position the public 
is thoroughly familar—namely with 
practically: a passenger and freight 
charge of double their pre-war tariff 
they are unable to make profit owing 
to their high operating costs and de- 
creased volume of business—indeed, 
the railroads are in a better position 
than the hotels because they did not 
have the most’ profitable department 
of their business taken from them as 
did the hotels by prohibition.
